day. About 12,000 people took part. 
The excitement was started by some 
young men at a street corner cheering 
every soldier who. passed. Their con- 


duct was imitated by other groups. 


Some musicians who refused to repeat 
the national anthem were beaten. Riot- 
ous groups formed im the streets, cheer- 
ing for Spain and denouncing the 
United States.. The authorities did ev- 
erything possible tg maintain order. AL 
most the entire police force turred out, 
and the rioters were dispersed again 
and again. Eventually, however, the 


mob became so numerous and excited 


that the police were almost helpless. 
After the first demonstrations of sym- 
pathy with the army, the crowds armed 
themselves with sticks and cudgels, 
and the police were swept aside.- An 


immense crowd gathered on the lead- 


ing thoroughfares ahd marched toward 
the residence of. the United States Con- 
sul, shouting: Long live Spain!“ 
“Down with the Yankees.” On the way 
to the Consul’s residence they hurled 


stones through the windows of stores 


and- dences, overturned vehicles, 
pulled several mounted policemen from 
their horses, and generally behaved in 
@ most threatening manner. Stores 
dealing in American goods received the 
most attention from the mob, and the 
windows of the Consul’s house were 
badly shattered, although the police 
defended the building. =~. 
The mob proceeded toward the United 


States Consulate, evidently intending 


to stone that building as well, but 
the authorities had taken the precau- 


confronted “by the pelice..with drawn 
SWords. due mod halted and then be, 
gan pelting’ thé vgiorously wi 


pistols at the policemen, two of whom 
were wounded. This caused the police 


to charge in a body, using swords with 
good effect. The rioters were dis- 
persed, yelling and hooting at the au- 


thorities, and shouting: “Dewn with 
the Yankees!” and Long live Spain.” 
The police who made a number of ar- 


rests, experienced considerable  diffi- 
culty in escorting their prisoners to 
the depot. 

During the whole afternoon there 
was more or less disturbance. It was 
decided to keep both the police proper 


and the gendarmes confined to the bar- 


racks until further orders, as there 
seemed to be danger of an outbreak.

under Gomez and Maceo through the 


Quemado Grande on their way east- 
ward. The insurgents have burned the 


plantation and buildings at Caraiban, 
in the Trinidad district of Santa Clara. 


The revolutionary government, with 
the main forces under José Maceo, Rabi 
and Ruen Tudela, after attacking 
Zagua de Tanamo, marched. toward 
Mayara, province of Santiago de Cuba. 
The insurgents have burned the plan- 
tation of Arco de Iris with its buildings, 
province of Havana, and hanged three 
peaceable countrymen. Gen. Arcola is 
continuing his advance through the 


province of Santa Clara in pursuit of 


Gomez. His vanguard at Santiago, un- 
der the command of Col. Frances, had 
a skirmiish with the insurgents’ rear 
guard, and Col. Hernandez is believed 
to have cut off the retreat of the insurg- 
ents back into the province of Matanzas, 
The column of troops under Col. Galbis 
is going in the direction of Pango. 

The gueriiia forces of Calabazar, in 
the district of Sangua la Grande, have 
been e with the insurgents under 


Delgada. They left one killed on the 


fleld, and the guerillas, in pursuing the 
enemy, met, near the plantation of Ori- 
ents, the insurgent band commanded 
Ruperte Hernandez. The insurgents 
left five killed behind them. Gen. 
Prats, while on his way from Boquer- 


a numerous band of insurgents under 
Quintin Bandera. The troops had two 
wounded, and pursued the enemy in 
the direction of Banos, Colorado and 


Carillo. 

The military governor of Matanzas re- 
ports that there exists at the plantation 
of Saratoga, and on the banks ot the 
River Aura, many small bands of in- 
surgents belonging to the forces of Ma- 
cea, which were fought by Col. Vicuna 
a day or so ago. These bands are re- 
ported to be in a demoralized condition 
and without ammunition. The column 
of troops commanded by Col. Molina, 
coming from Palma, met thé insurgent 
scouts near the River Aura.’ The main 
force of. the enemy was said to be en- 
camped some distance away. Mito, La- 
crete, Zeitas, Garcia and Acebéa, the 
insurgent leaders, are said to be with 
Maceo, Col. Lopez, at the head of eight 
companies of infantry, . advanced 
upon the left flank of the enemy. Maj. 


Lopez, with two companies, moved upon 


the right flank, and Col. Molina ad- 
vanced upon the enemy’s front, cap- 
tured the insurgent positions in Vista 
Hermosa, and the plantations of Trini- 
dad, San Joe and Revido. The insurg- 
ents retreated, and the firing was kept 
up for six hours with great loss to the 
enemy.

THE DEATH WATCH ON, 


— MUST HANG FOR HIS 
CRIMES. 


The Supreme Court Affirms the De- 
cision of the Trial Court—The 
Foul Murderer Has Cheated the 
Gallowa for Two Years. 


John Craig must i. The Supreme 
Court has affirmed the decision of the 
lower court, and Craig’s hopes that his 
life might be saved by a technicality 
are dashed to earth, | 

The news came yesterday afternoon 
in a telegram to the County Clerk. 
Sheriff Burr at once ordered that Craig 
be locked in the condemned cell on 
the third. floor of the County Jail, 
a strong cage made of chilled steel, 
built especially for the reception of 
murderers whose last hope is gone, 
There he will stay until the mittimus 
comes, with the eyes of the death watch 
on him night and day. Some time 
within the next thirty days the papers 
will arrive from the Supreme Court, 
which are necessary for sending Craig 
to San Quentin, Then it 9 Rage 
Warden Hale when Craig wil 
launched into eternity. 

‘Wihen Sheriff Burr carried the news 
to the condemned murderer, Craig re- 
ceived it very coolly. It seemed to 
make little difference in his actions dur- 
ing the rest of the day. He has proba- 
bly long realized that he had no hope 
and that all his lawyers could do was 
to delay for a little his doom. 

It is now nearly two years since the 
community was horrified by one of the 
most atrocious deeds in its history—the 
killing of an aged man and two helpless 
woman by a wretch named John Craig. 

Mrs. Craig d been forced to part 
from her h by his brutal con- 
and had gone to live with her 
r George Hunter, on his ranch 
at Tropico. Craig threatened vengeance 
unless she woulld come back to him, but 
she firmly refused. 

Late on Wednesday afternoon, July 
25, 1894, Craig drove out to his brother- 
in-law’s. ranch. About 7 o’clock he 
reached the fasm, George Hunter came 
out from the rear of the ranch-house, 
As the door swung behind him, Craig 
fired at young Hunter, hitting him in 
the right cheek. Next the villain fired 
at his wife, bringing her dying to the 
ground. As Craig rushed in over the 
poor womian’s prostrate form, the serv- 


ant girl hid from him, while the chil- 
The alarm 


dren hid or fled in terror. 
was quickly carried to the home of Dick 
Hunter, close by, but when the relatives 

friends arrived on the scene, the 
woman was dead and-her brother hov- 
ering between life and death. 

Not satisfied with his bloody work, 
Craig drove like mad to the city, and 
straight to the home of William Hunter 
amd his wife, the parents of the mur- 
dered woman. When he reached, their 
cottage on Buena Vista _ street, 
found them sittimg together on the 
porch. Craig rushed up the steps and 
drew his revolver. Before Hunter could 
protect himself Craig had stretched 
him dying on the floor. In another mo- 
ment Mrs. Hunter, too, had fallen a vic- 
tim to his murderous fury. 

The crime was thoroughly brutal and 
villainous. There was not the slightest 
shadow of excuse for wild beast 
who did it. But for two long years 
Craig has cheated the gallows, while 
his lawyers fought the case, point by 
point, splitting hairs and clutching 
miserable technicalities.

LOS ANGELES THEATER. Katie 
Putnam, the vivacious and winsome

The Sebastian Murder—Justice Fin- 
ney Holds Inquest. 


POMONA, March 9.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) From early morning until 
noon Sunday there was a crowd of men 
and boys standing about in front of 
Kirby’s undertaking ‘rooms on Second 
street. City Marshal Lorbeer attempted 
several/times to get the throng of men, 
standing on the walk and reaching out 
into the middle of the roadway, to go 
away, but theircuriosity was so great to 
hear bits of information about the fa- 
tal quarrel of Robert Sebastian and 
James M. Maginnis, at the former's lit- 
tle home between Pomona and Spadra 
on Friday evening, that none of the 
men could be induced to move on. 

Justice of the Peace H. S. Finney had 
atelegram from Coronor Campbell in the 
morning, saying that the Coroner was 
ill at home in Santa Monica, and order- 
ing the Justice to hold the inquest. In- 
as much as the body was decomposing, 
an inquest was held immediately. Mrs. 
Rachel Sebastian, widow of the mur- 
dered man, and sister of the murderer 
testified as to the facts of the quarrel 
between Sebastian. and Maginnis. The 
story was substantially as told in.The 
Times. Sunday morning. She, how- 
ever, said that Sebastian had put Ma- 
ginnis out of doors and told him to be 
off, whereupon Maginnis drew his 
pocket-knife, and, with the large blade 
open, he came to the front door. Sebas- 
tian was there to keep the drunken and 
raging man out, when Maginnis made a 
savage lunge at Sebastian’s abdomen, 
and planted the knife blade in the left 
groin. Sebastian staggered back into 
the room to get some weapon for de- 
fense, and the blood gushed’ down the 
legs of his trousers. Mrs. Sebastian 
says she was much excited, and told her 
husband to run for she had fears that 
Maginnis would come in and kill him. 
The bleeding man started out of the 
front door and across the dooryard, 
when he fell face foremost. When Mrs. 
Sebastian reached his side, he merely 
looked up and died in a moment. He had 
bled to death from a cut in the femoral 
artery. Then Mrs, Sebastian gave the 
alarm to a man who was passing on the 
road to Pomona, and she and her chil- 
dren fled in fear from the scene, while 
Maginnis went into the house and swore 
he would kill any man who entered. 

Little Leva Sebastian, a daughter of 
the deceased, told substantially the 
same story in a childish way. Constable 
Gilbert, City Marshal Lorbeer and John

hat he has no recollection of anything 
he did or where he was from early last 
Friday afternoon until Saturday morn- 
ing, when he was told that he had killed 
his brother-in-law, but all who are 
well acquainted with the man and have 
watched him, say that he was a good 
deal more conscious of his acts than he 
admits. He says that hé was deeply in- 
toxicated on Friday from whisky that 
he bought at a Pomona drug store, and 
wine that he got at a winery in the 
suburbs of Pomona. All who know Ma- 
ginnis say that he has been a worth- 
less, low-lived ‘‘cuss” for years, and 
that he will not get any money from 
his relatives in Southern California for 
his defense. Several persons are sure 
that Maginnis served a term in San 
Quentin prison for burglary some fif- 
teen years ago. He has a divorced wife 
and one son in Los Angeles. 

This is the first murder in Pomona 
Valley since a Mexican shot a man to 
death in Pomona one hot summer day 
in 1886, and for that reason the tragedy 
has created so much public interest in 
this region.
